AUSTRIA—NO PASSPORTS 


The Department of State announced that effective December 1, 1950, no Allied Force 
Permits will be required of American citizens desiring to enter, the U. S., U. K., or 
French zones of Austria. On the basis of a bilateral U. S.-Austrian agreement, citizens 
of the United States will be able to enter Austria on the basis of a valid American pass- 
port only. However, in order to travel into the Soviet Zone of Austria and to Vienna, the 
Occupational Force Travel Permit (grey pass) will continue to be required. 

The United States, United Kingdom and French Governments have taken this step in 
abolishing the requirement of Allied Force permits into their zones of Austria in 
accordance with their desire to normalize the relations between Austria and the occupa- 
tion powers and to discontinue as far as possible all restrictive controls in Austria.

C. WELSH, foreign trade secretary of the Brooklyn Chamber of Commerce, was born 
A. 5 in Philadelphia. After completion of high school he entered the railroad business, serving 
in the Operating Department and later transferring to the Traffic Department. After six years in 
railroading he entered the steamship business, and after some time in the latter left to enter 
the industrial field. After being connected with a large mechanical rubber goods firm for seven 
years, he joined the Brooklyn Chamber of Commerce in his present capacity, in which he has 
served for 24 years.

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industrial economy without thinking of 
its dependence on foreign trade and ex- 
change. Here in America we had for many 
years an economy much more self-sustain- 
ing than had most countries of the world. 
Nevertheless, we have never had all of the 
raw materials essential to the preservation 
of this complex economy, and our produc- 
tion would drop quickly if we did not have 
access to raw materials which are not 
available within our own boundaries. 
Germany was almost devoid of raw ma- 
terials other than coal and rather low 
grade iron ores. Its concentrated popula- 
tion had maintained a fairly decent stand- 
ard of living throughout the years by the 
importation of raw materials to be manu- 
factured in finished products which could 
be exported in sufficient quantities to pay 
for the essential raw materials and still 
supply the home demand. However, with 
the collapse of German Government and 
with currency worthless, it became impos- 
sible to purchase raw materials in sufficient 
quantities to rebuild any appreciable pro- 
ductive output. Germany’s neighbors were 
willing to send soft goods to Germany, 
but the German economy could not afford 
to purchase soft goods. As a result, we 
were compelled to require payment for its 
only large raw material export—coal— 
either in dollars or in exchange for raw 
materials which could be used to build up 
production. 

Obviously, this limited trade with Ger- 
many’s neighbors to barter for raw ma- 
terials or hard goods. As a result, the 
Rhine and the Rhine Ports were idle. Hol- 
land had no market for its surplus veg- 
etables. Denmark had no market for cer- 
tain of its fat products. Even Italy had 
lost a large portion of its fresh fruit mar- 
ket. In the absence of outside aid, such a

throughout the centuries. If we accept national defense measures as result- 
ing directly from our foreign policy, and I think we must, then we must like- 
wise accept the concept that foreign trade and national defense go hand in hand. 
In fact historically, it is difficult to determine which came first. Foreign trade, 
the search for new trade outlets and for new products, developed the earliest 
recorded examples of national foreign and military policies. 
In Germany, the real significance of foreign trade became apparent to those of 
us taking over the responsibility for government within a few days after sur- 
render. Certainly I had taken for granted the working of the modern complex 


I is obvious that foreign policy and foreign trade have gone hand in hand 


policy could not be avoided. It was not 
conducive to European recovery as a 
whole. Still, our policy did permit slowly 
but continuously an increase in exports 
which brought about a sufficient return 
flow of raw materials to increase produc- 
tion. However, it was not until the 
European Recovery Program was placed 
under way by the United States that the 
barriers were lifted sufficiently to bring 
a prompt and, in fact, an almost miracu- 
lous recovery. 

The important point that we had learned 
was that the breakdown of production in 
Germany had punished not only the Ger- 
mans, but also had retarded European 
recovery. In retarding European _re- 
covery, it had made impossible any real- 
istic effort on the part of the European 
countries to rebuild their military 
strength, thus helping to restore balance 
in Europe. Precious months were lost be- 
cause neither ourselves nor Germany’s 
neighbors realized this now apparent fact. 

In our own country we had learned both 
in World War I and II of our dependence 
on certain essential raw materials which 
were not available in this country. In 
World War II, we expended huge sums in 
developing and increasing the production 
of such raw materials elsewhere. We also 
entered into special trade agreements 
even with countries in direct touch with 
our enemies to obtain goods deemed es- 
sential to our own war needs even at the 
risk of furnishing them with goods of like 
category. After World War II we em- 
barked upon a stockpiling program which 
has as its purpose the building up of 
sufficient reserves of critical materials in 
this country to see us through a long war, 
and this stockpiling program continues. 
It is designed to make us independent of

those areas which we might lose either 
through the creation of reserves in this 
country or through the building up of in- 
creased production in those area which we 
know we can protect. 

In this latter field, our trade is of a 
paramount concern. To create increased 
production in many instances requires 
not only the investment of capital in the 
form perhaps of machinery and equipment, 
but also in many instances the develop- 
ment of incentives which will make addi- 
tional labor available for production. 

The development of incentives through 
trade is not a new process. Undoubtedly, 
the early Greek ships crossing the Medi- 
terranean carried beads and baubles which 
would appeal to the less enlightened na- 
tives of North Africa, just as our an- 
cestors brought beads and baubles to 
exchange with the Indians for security 
furs, and other items of value. 

As we occupied island after island in 
the Pacific, and attempted to utilize native 
labor for stevedoring and other work, and 
as we attempted to increase agricultural 
production on these island, we were con- 
fronted by the fact that native labor was 
satisfied and not interested in undertaking 
additional activities. Thus, we had to de- 
velop a trade program to make available 
incentive goods of types and kinds which 
led the natives into undertaking the work 
which would give them the means to buy 
these goods. Similar incentive programs 
were undertaken in North Africa when 
our troops arrived, and in many other 
places throughout the world where we were 
interested in increasing production. The 
establishment of trading centers became 
almost a part of our military operations. 

In peacetime, to prepare for war we can 
build up an adequate flow of raw ma- 
terials consistently only as we make 
available finished goods in exchange. The 
more nearly in balance we maintain such 
trade in normal times, the less the effort 
which we will have to make to build up 
the flow of materials if war approaches. 

The cold war of today is as much an 
economic war as it is a political war. In 
extending economic aid to Europe we have 
made progress in attaining an economic 
stability which provides a standard of 
living sufficiently high to offset the false 
promises of communism. Within a few 
years, our economic policy has made pos- 
sible the development of a military pact 
against aggression which has real mean- 
ing. Without this economic aid and with- 
out the exchange of goods which developed 
as a result, there would have been no hope 
of securing strong military support in 
Europe for freedom, and our own im- 
mediate military responsibilities would be

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Unique Among World Ports

ROOKLYN is the principal element of 
the great Port of New York—a port 
that is unique among world ports. While 
other ports depend primarily on handling 
of freight to the land side of the steamer, 
New York depends primarily on service 
from the offshore side of the vessel. Here 
the greatest array of floating equipment 
in the world is available to the steamship 
operator to speed the turnaround of his 
vessels. This great water belt provides a 
flexibility unknown anywhere in the world 
and enables the port to handle tonnages 
that would swamp any other port, and 
with such ease that it is hardly noticed 
and certainly not realized. During the war, 
the vast flow of lend-lease was augmented 
by the Army’s largest port of embarka- 
tion, the tonnage of which reached gigan- 
tic proportions, and because of control 
problems tied up a great deal of floating 
equipment without glutting the port. 
Much of this great tonnage continued 
after the war. ECA found the advantages 
of the port where nothing was too big or 
too small for proper and expeditious han- 
dling and where sailings to all ports of 
the world are so frequent that delays are 
at a minimum. So smoothly did all this 
move that spots of congestion on the land 
side, where the smaller part of the tonnage 
was handled, seemed so large that a gen- 
eral tie-up seemed imminent to those un- 
familiar with the flexibility of this great 
port. This resulted in fears in some quar- 
ters that this situation was not due to 
abnormal conditi-ns but to some strange 
obsolescence of the port which was forcing 
business to other ports. They pointed to 
tonnage moving through other ports which 


they felt should move exclusively through 
New York. They overlooked the fact that 
natural relocation of population and in- 
dustry, as well as changing tastes, were 
bound to move certain commodities to 
more conveniently located gateways and 
out of their ordinary routes. However, the 
tonnage of New York kept well above any 
competing port for the movement of mer- 
chandise traffic. This went unnoticed. 

So strong was the feeling that New York 
was losing its place as the country’s lead- 
ing port that on May 1, 1950, the Mayor 
of New York appointed a committee to 
study the situation, prevent, the loss of 
more business to the port and: regain some 
of that already lost. It was interesting, 
but no one seemed to notice that in that 
same month of May, 1,039 steamships 
entered the port and 1,036 cleared. This 
was far more than any other port, and 
even exceeded the previous month’s figures 
for New York. There is so much talk of 
congestion, deterioration, obsolescence, and 
loss of business that the fact that the 
unique Port of New York is still the lead- 
ing port of the country is sometimes over- 
looked. The tonnage of the country fluc- 
tuates and all port tonnages follow, but 
the overall proportion holds and the ser- 
vice flexibility and efficiency of this port 
keeps us in our place. 

The greater portion of the foreign 
freight of the port moves over the Brook- 
lyn waterfront, and it therefore follows 
that the Foreign Trade Department of the 
Brooklyn Chamber of Commerce is organ- 
ized to serve the international traders who 


use her waterfront.

ASST. SEC. GRAHAM AND CBFAA OFFICIALS DISCUSS IMPORT 
DELIVERY DELAYS 


A Washington conference between Assis- 
tant Secretary of the Treasury John S. 
Graham and three top officials of the Cus- 
toms Brokers & Forwarders Association of 
America, Inc., has brought to the Govern- 
ment's attention the organization's recent 
survey which showed that serious delays in 
the delivery of imports have been caused by 
the current shortage of Customs personnel. 
Representing the national industry body 
were Martin A. Kerner, president; Walter 
Mercer, vice president; and Benjamin Alt- 
schuler, general counsel. 

It was pointed out by the CBFAA that the 
shortage of Customs personnel exists in 
nearly all districts, with conditions excep- 
tionally bad at the Ports of New York, Bos- 
ton, Philadelphia, Baltimore, New Orleans, 
San Francisco, and along the northeastern 
border of the United States. In most dis- 
tricts, it was pointed out, “the situation can 
be alleviated by the employment of from 
one to four men.” New York, which is hard 
hit, requires 400 to 500 additional men “if 
the Collector and Appraiser are to wive 
proper service.” 

One of the cases brought forward to 
Graham was that of a shipment which was 
delayed two weeks, merely waiting for the 
weighing and sampling procedures on the 
wharf. Not only did the importer pay $75 in 
demurrage charges, but 500 men employed 
by him lost a week's wages when the fac- 
tory was compelled to shut down because of 
non-delivery of the materials. The CBFAA 
officers said that they have “deliberately 
avoided the usual statistical approach” be- 
cause they realize “the futility of quoting 
figures compiled by the Government itself” 
and have confined themselves to the practi- 
cal aspects exclusively. Following is a par- 


tial text of the statement turned over to 
Assistant Secretary Graham by the CBFAA: 

“While the dollar volume of imports is 
booming, the individual business of the 
importer is being dealt a body blow because 
of delay in moving his goods from shipside 
to shelf and other delays in the customs 
machinery. Clearing imports through cus- 
toms is much more than just collecting 
revenue. It gets into the middle of the for- 
eign economic policy of this administration. 
In fact, it seems fair to say that the adminis- 
tration stresses the economic importance of 
trade with the world more than the dollars 
which it gets in revenue as duties. It is not 
our purpose to anchor our argument by 
simply stating that a larger dollar volume 
in imports necessarily calls for a larger 
customs staff to clear the goods. As custom 
house brokers, we deal with the everyday 
details and we personally see what is going 
on. Our business is so closely tied up with 
the business of the Custom House and the 
Appraiser’s stores that it is a fair corollary 
to state the following: 

“When the customs house brokers must 
increase the number of their personnel to 
adequately serve their customers, the cus- 
toms service will likewise need to augment 
its staff to handle its business. Custom 
house brokers have increased their respec- 
tive staffs only to find that the Government 
is not keeping pace but is rather losing 
more and more ground. Now let us look at 
sous concrete facts of conditions at New 
York. 

“(1) The normal average time to move 
an examination case from the pier on the 
waterfront to the Appraiser’s stores was 3 
days. The average time for the same opera- 
tion is now 8 days. 


ESTABLISHED 1810 
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The normal average time for moving 
an examination case from the receiving 
platform at the Appraiser’s stores to the 
upstairs examination floor was one day. The 
average time for the same operation is now 
2 days. 

“(3) The normal average time for exam- 
ining and passing an examination case was 
1 day. The average time for the same opera- 
tion is now 2 days. 

“(4) The normal average time that elapsed 
between the release of an examination 
package and the delivery of the package to 
the truck was 2 to 3 hours. The averaxre 
time for the same operation is now 2 to 3 
days or longer 

“The above comparisons are with respect 
to simple commodities, involving only one 
examiner, with no technical examination 
required and no other government agency 
involved and where there is no dispute or 
question of value or rate. Just imagine 
wha‘ is happening in the more complicated 
situations. 

“(5) For a week or longer prior to Oc- 
tober 4th, there were received at the ap- 
praiser’s stores 1600 to 1800 examination 
cases per day. During the same period the 


appraiser's stores were 1200 to 1400 cases per 


day. This simply means that the service was 
falling behind 200 to 600 cases per day. In a 
very short time, it is obvious that the ap- 
praiser’s stores get cluttered with exam- 
ination cases which are not needed there, 
but which the importer is shouting for and 
cannot get. 

“(6) Truckmen are experiencing more and 
more trouble in getting these cases in and 
out of the appraiser's stores 

“We are not attempting to analyze the 
statistics at the appraiser's steres showing 
the relationship between the number of 
examination packages now received and the 
number of examiners, clerks, verifiers, and 
laborers available to process them as com- 
pared with other years, for we believe that 
these figures are either already known to 
you or are certainly available. Normal cus- 
toms clearance should not require an im- 

orter to pay any demurrage charges. 
nder present conditions, importers are 
compelled to pay these charges for 2 weeks 
or longer waiting for examination, sampling 
and weighing. 

“To mention just 
have the instance 


one case of many we 
where a shipment was 
delayed for two weeks waiting weighing 
and sampling on wharf. The importer not 
only paid $75 in demurrage charges but 500 
men now employed by him lost a week's 
yages because the factory was compelled to 
close down. 

“We believe that any attempt to expect 
an entry clerk to pass more than 50 entries 
per day is neither wise nor physically pos- 


sible if they are to be handled reasonably 
accurately. This means less than 10 minutes 
allotted per entry. In September, 1949, these 
clerks were pushed to making an average 
of 67 entries per day. In September, 1950, 
they were driven to average 103 entries 
each per day. Truthfully, we do not believe 
they are properly passing on entries; they 
are merely accepting entries and letting the 
inevitable mistakes accumulate to plague 
both the Government and the importers in 
later months or years. 

“How could it be expected that 13 entry 
clerks who were straining to pass S74 en- 
tries per day in September, 1949, could ade- 
quately and honestly process 1345 entries in 
September, 1950? To attempt to meet this 
impossible situation the Collector borrowed 
5 liquidators from his sorely pressed liqui- 
dation division. We, as brokers, know that 
a liquidator does not become an entry clerk 
by merely waving a wand, There is much 
detail to absorb before he can obtain the 
speed necessary to properly fill the job. 

“In October, 1949, there were 211,000 un- 
liquidated entries. One year later the num- 
ber jumped to approximately 250,000. Either 
figure gives one cause to pause and wonder. 
When is the Government going to square 
accounts with the importers? This accumu- 
lation means the importer must wait longer 
and longer to get his just refunds and to 
know exactly what his costs are. It is also 
true that the Government may have to wait 
longer to collect increased duties, but the 
delay is the Government's choice and tying 
up its increases is not as serious as tying up 
an importer’s capital 

“We learn that there are now ay-proxi- 
mately 45,000 uncompleted ledger state- 
ments. These figures keep getting so astro- 
nomical that the inherent results of the 
delays ate being lost sight of. 

“In addition to the delays as a result of 
uncompleted ledger statements and unliqui- 
dated entries there is an accumulation in 
the Division of Moneys and Accounts of 
Entries liquidated for refund but unsecehed- 
uled and not posted for at least three 
months. tefore the importer gets his re- 
fund, he has really been made to sweat it 
out. And it should be remembered he does 
not get any interest while the Government 
is sitting on his much needed money. 

“There is now a delay of two to three 
weeks in clearing articles acquired abroad 
by returning residents, not accompanying 
the passenger. The personnel in the Bag- 
kage section of the Entry Division are 
swamped. 

“The law of diminishing returns crops up 
in several different ways. 

“We want to repeat what we said in our 
letter of October 20th that we are not crit-

GENERAL DEVELOPMENTS 


CUSTOMS CONGESTION—The current record high volume of import trade has placed 
a severe strain upon customs facilities and personne] at many ports of entry in the United 
States. At the Port of New York, for example, over 2,000 customs entries have been made 
in a single day several times in recent weeks, and public store packages have been 
coming in to the Appraisers Stores at the rate of about 1,600 a day. Meanwhile, additional 
customs personnel has not been authorized. The Council has thoroughly investigated the 
situation, and on October 23, 1950, urged the Bureau of Customs to ask for an emergency 
supplemental appropriation to provide more adequate personnel quickly. It is understood 
that a supplemental appropriation to meet the situation has been requested and soon will 
be presented to the Congress for consideration. 


DEVELOPMENTS AFFECTING IMPORTED COMMODITIES 


BURLAP—In a release by the Office of International Trade, U. S. Department of 
Commerce, it was stated that an immediate increase of the export duty on burlap from 750 
rupees to 1500 rupees a long ton had been announced on November 20, 1950, by the Indian 
Government. This action was taken simultaneously with the introduction of a bill in the 
Indian Parliament to approve the increase, and to give the Indian Governinent authority 
to impose an export duty on any commodity. 

COTTON WASTE—On November 27, 1950, the Office of International Trade, U. S. 
Department of Commerce, announced that cotton waste exported from India under con- 
tracts made before November 8, 1950, is subject to a 20 percent ad valorem export tax, 
instead of the 50 percent tax recently announced by the Indian Government.

INVENTORY CONTROLS 
On November 14, 1950, the National Production Authority released three official inter- 
pretations regarding NPA Regulation 1. ' 
i The inventory control rexulation provides certain exemptions with respect to imported 
materials. 

Interpretation No, 2 explains that these exemptions also extend to persons who contract 
for the material prior to landing even though they buy from or through an importing 
broker, wholesaler, or other importer who makes the customs entry in his own name, 
places the material on board a carrier for inland shipment, and retains title until shipment 
is made. If the importing broker, wholesaler or other importer takes the material into his 
own stock or inventory, however, any person to whom he delivers it is subject to the 
regulation. The latter may not accept delivery if as a result his inventory would exceed 
the minimum practicable working level. 

Provisions for adjustment of outstanding orders do not apply to orders for imported 
material placed by persons who are entitled to take delivery from or through the broker, 
patron ong or other importer who does not take the materials into his own stock or 
nventory.

The full text of Interpretation 2 is as follows: 

(a) It is provided in Section 10.11 (NPA Reg. 1) that a person may import any material 
acquired prior to landing without regard to the inventory restrictions of the regulation. 

(b) ‘ihe term “landing” is interpreted as including entry by land as well as by sea or 
air. The exemption is not limited, however, to the person who takes title prior to landing 
or who makes the customs entry. It extends also to persons who, prior to landing, purchase 
or contract to purchase the material from or through the importing broker, wholesaler, or 
other importer, even though the latter makes the customs entry in his own name, places 
the material on board the inland carrier for shipment to his customer, and retains title 
until such shipment is made. If the broker, wholesaler, or other importer takes the material 
into his own stock or inventory, however, any person to whom he delivers it is subject to 
the regulation and may not accept delivery if his inventory already is or would thereby be 
made excessive. 

qe) One result of this rule is that the requirements of Section 10.8 with respect to 
adjustment of outstanding orders do not apply to orders for imported material placed by 
persons who, as above explained, are entitled to take delivery from or through the broker, 
wholesaler or other importer who does not take the materials into his own stock or inven- 
tory. Outstanding orders for domestic materials must, of course, be adjusted as provided in 
Section 10.5. 

Section 10.8 of NPA I, to which reference is made in paragraph (c) above provides that 
in cases where deliveries of goods covered by outstanding orders would result in a person 
exceeding his practicable minimum working inventory, he must promptly cancel, reduce, 
or defer such orders to the extent necessary to meet the requirements of the regulation. 

Interpretation 1 makes clear that the regulation does not dictate which one of these 
methods of adjustment is to be used. It explains that the regulation does not require 
cancellation of orders nor wive either buyer or seller an absolute right to cancel, but gives 
to each the alternatives of reduction or deferment. The matter is left to negotiation 
between them. In this way, interference with existing contracts between the two can be 
minimized, NPA said.

PERUVIAN IMPORT CONTROLS 

On November 24, 1950, a supreme resolu- 
tion was published by the Peruvian Gov- 
ernment placing an additional 529 tariff 
items on the list of permitted imports. 
These additional items may be imported 
from all sources so,.that the step taken 
constitutes a significant relaxation of re- 
strictions on the entry of goods from other 
than Argentina and the sterling area. 

The new measure frees from import pro- 
hibitions a number of items of interest to 
American exporters, including metal office 
furniture; oftice equipment, such as cash 
registers and calculating machines; tires 
and tubes; household appliances—both elec- 
trical and non-electrical; refrigerators; 
fountain pens; cameras; buses; jeeps; truck 
trailers; prepared food products; and fats 
and oils. With the addition of these items 
approximately 50 per cent of the items 
listed in the import customs tariff may now 
be imported into the country. This action 
of the Peruvian Government is another step 
in its program of strengthening the Peru- 
vian economy by eliminating unnecessary 
controls over the national economy. Addi- 
tions to the current list of importable 
items may be anticipated. 


ROYALTY PAYMENTS—COLOMBIA 

The American Embassy at Bogota has re- 
ported regulations pursuant to Resolution 
59 of the Colombian Office of Exchange 
Control authorizing recommendations for 
royalty payments.

The Final Declaration of the Thirty-sev- 
enth National Foreign Trade Convention, 
unanimously adopted November 1, 1950, at 
the Final General Session of the three-day 
meeting at the Waldorf-Astoria Hotel, in 
New York, is now being distributed.

Governments have developed a plan, effeec- 
tive January 1, 1951, to reopen the British 
West Indies market to certain Canadian 
and American goods currently excluded, 
but traditionally purchased, by these colo- 
nial possessions. While the British and Ca- 
Madian part of this program was origi- 
nally announced on October 30, the United 
States Government has just indicated the 
arrangements under which the plan will 
operate for American exports. While the 
products to be admitted effective at the 
beginning of next year are numerous, it is 
understood that additional articles will be 
considered for importation from the United 
States and that changes in the plan may 


The British West 
Indian colonies involved in the program 
include the Leward Islands, British Hon- 
duras, Barbabos, Jamaica, Trinidad, the Ba- 
hamas, the Windward Islands, and British 
(iuiana. 

Basically, the plan provides that dollar 
exchange will be made available to these 
colonies to permit minimum imports of 33-

The program, as announced, envisages pos- 
sible additional Imports above these mint- 
mum percentages as determined by general 
import control policy.

Effective from December 3, 1950, all persons and firms wishing to 
export to these destinations must submit applications for export licenses to the Office of 
International Trade 


REVALIDATION EXPORT LICENSES 


Holders of validated export licenses covering proposed exportations to Hong Kong, 
suspended by the provisions in Subject | of Current Export Bulletin No. 597, may request 
revalidation of such licenses. The standard amendment procedure, Comprehensive Export 
Schedule § 380.2, will be_used for this purpose 

Revalidation of any particular license will not be considered except upon request by 
the licensee. As explained in the amendment procedure, the licensee shall submit Form 
IT-763, Request for and Notice of Amendment Action, and indicate the address of the 
collector of customs with whom the license has been or will be deposited; or, if the port 
of exit is not vet determined, the licensee may return his license with his request for 
revalidation (Requests for revalidation under the provisions of this notice should be 
identified by entering in the top margin of the form the words “Revalidation Request.”) 
Exporters shall submit all requests for revalidation to the Office of International Trade, 
which will notify desienated collectors whenever a particular exportation is reauthorized. 

Each case will he reconsidered and evaluated on its merits, and the Office of Inter- 
national Trade does not guarantee that any specific license will be revalidated.

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even larger than they are. Of course, 
there remain many obstacles to the free 
exchange of goods among the European 
countries and between the European 
countries and the rest of the world. By 
and large, the exchange of goods is still 
conducted under trade agreements among 
the respective countries, and these trade 
agreements are carefully drawn to main- 
tain reasonable balance. Nevertheless, 
measured in terms of time, progress in 
the removal of barriers has been reas- 
suring, and has made possible the steps 
now being taken to develop strong military 
forces to protect the freedoms we now 
have. 

The normal pattern of world trade first 
changed by war, was prevented from re- 
establishing itself with the clanging shut 
of the Iron Curtain. Unfortunately, the 
hugh rearmament program’ undertaken 
by Russia made it desirable to stop certain 
types of goods immediately helpful to her 
war effort being sent behind the Iron 
Curtain. I use the worid “unfortunately” 
not to criticize this action which had to be 
taken, but to recognize that with the ces- 
sation of trade it became possible for the 
Iron Curtain to stop also the movement of 
persons and ideas. 

By and large, throughout the years, 
sound principles of economics and sound 
concepts of government have accompanied 
the movement of goods throughout the 
world. Ordinarily, when trade stops, the 
flow of ideas and of persons stops simul- 
taneously. For many years we perhaps 
did not recognize the importance of this 
movement of ideas. and persons because 
neither transport nor communications per- 
mitted an immediate appreciation of their 
effect. With the invention of the tele- 
graph and even more of radio, and with 
the development of commercial air trans- 
port encircling the world, events any- 
where are immediately important every- 
where. 

The maintenance of trade channels 
throughout the world develops a_ better 


knowledge of the world and its people. 
Today, as the free peoples of the world 
unite to resist totalitarianism, it becomes 
of utmost importance that there develop 
among them a common understanding and 
a willingness to help each other in the 
solution of the problems which threaten 
freedom. In the areas which appear un- 
certain in their choice between freedom 
and communism, it is of even more im- 
portance to develop this understanding, 
and even in the areas now in communist 
hands there is a need to bring about a 
realization of the true meaning of free- 
dom. Wherever there are trade outlets 
for us and for the free peoples of the 
world, we will find our representatives 
and theirs living among the people served 
by the outlet, there developing an intel- 
ligent knowledge of their problems and 
conveying this knowledge to our people 
at home. This is the type and kind of 
intelligence which, accumulated over the 
years, permits accurate appraisal by those 
responsible for our foreign policy and the 
direction of our efforts toward the crea- 
tion of friendship and better understand- 
ing. Sound political and economic under- 
standing do not come about by chance; 
they result only from the knowledge 
gained in the relationships of years of 
trade. 

Fundamentally, a free exchange of 
goods, ideas, and persons is essential to 
our concept of a free world. Secondly, it 
is through trade with foreign countries 
that we develop the knowledge and under- 
standing which are essential to sound and 
friendly relationships. Thirdly, we must 
have recourse to raw materials in other 
countries and we can be sure of that re- 
course only through the establishment in 
normal times of mutually attractive trade 
relationships. 

Sound national preparedness means 
more than the maintenance of large and 
well equipped fighting forces, as impor- 
tant as such forces are to security. It

SHAPE OR SHAPED—Filter paper in 
disks was imported, and was classified by 
the collector as “filtering paper,” dutiable 
at 5¢ per pound and 15% ad valorem under 
the provisions of paragraph 1409 of the 
Tariff Act of 1930. The importer claimed 
that the merchandise was dutiable under 
paragraph 1413, at 30%, as “Papers... 
embossed, cut, die-cut, or stamped into de- 
signs or shapes, such as initials, mono- 
xrams, lace, borders, bands, strips, or other 
forms, or cut or shaped for boxes or other 
articles, plain or printed, but not litho- 
xraphed, and not specially provided for;". 
The parties stipulated that the merchan- 
dise consists of filtering paper in the form 


of circles; that it is made on a mould- 
made machine, each circle being formed 
individually on the machine, then taken 


off and dried; and that the merchaniise is 
not cut, embossed, cie-cut, or stampdd into 


designs or shapes. Plaintiff admitted that 
the merchandise is used in its imported 
condition for filtering purposes. 

The Court stated that paragraph 1413 


applies to articles or forms of papers pro- 
duced by embossing, cutting, die-cutting 
or stamping, or cut or shaped for boxes 
or other articles. Here, however, the circu- 
lar disks were formed simultaneously with 
the production of the filter paper itself. 
“Articles of paper which have been created 
in the form of initials, monograms, lace, 
borders, bands, strips, circles, or other 
forms, but have not been produced by any 
of the processes referred to in paragraph 
141; . are not within the description of 


the paragraph, nor covered by its provi- 


sions.” The Court continued: “That this 
conclusion causes the anomalous result 
that filter paper disks which have been 


produced by cutting or die-cutting, such as 
were involved in the cases of United States 
v. W. X. Huber Co. 30 C.C.P.A. (Customs) 
188, C.A.D. 231, and United States v. H. 
Reeve Angel & Co., 33 €C.C.P.A. (Customs) 
114, C.A.D. 324, are classifiable as papers, 
eut to shape, whereas filter paper disks pro- 
duced by other processes are relegated to 
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the provision for 
filtering paper is 
a matter with 
which we are not 
here concerned. The literal phraseology of 
the provision in question permits of no 
other interpretation.” 

In the phrase “or cut or shaped for boxes 
or other articles,” the Court added, the “use 
of the preposition ‘for’ seems clearly to 
indicate that what Congress intended by 
the language in questoin was paper mate- 
rial which had been cut or shaped into 
forms from which boxes or other articles 
could be produced, rather than forms or 
shapes of paper which in themselves were 
finished articles.” The Court therefore over- 
ruled the importer’s protest. (J.  Man- 
heimer v. United States, Protest 138767-K. 
Decided December 12, 1950, J. Rao.)

RATTAN—CANE—FURNITURE IN CHIEF 
VALUE OF RATTAN—The imported mer- 
chandise, consisting of furniture, including 
chairs, tables, stools, ete., was assessed for 
duty at the rate of 60% ad valorem under 
the provision of paragraph 409 of the Tar- 
iff Act of 1930 for “* * * Furniture wholly 


or in chief value of rattan, reed, bamboo, 
osier or willow, malacca, grass, seagrass, 
or fiber of any kind * * *.” The importer 


claimed that the chairs were properly duti- 
able at 40% under paragraph 412 as “* * * 
furniture, wholly or partly finished, .. 

wholly or in chief value of wood, and not 
specially provided for * * *", and that the 
remainder of the merchandise, consisting 
of tables, stools, etc., were dutiable at the 


rate of 25% under paragraph 412, as 
modified by the British Trade Agreement, 
T.D. 49753, as “Furniture (other than 


chairs), Wholly or partly finished, wholly 
or in chief value of wood, and not specially 
provided for.” Plaintiff claimed that the 
furniture was in chief value of cane or 
peel, as distinguished from rattan, and that 


it was therefore not included within the 
provisions of paragraph 409. The Gov- 
_ernment contended that paragraph 409 in-

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cludes also furniture made in chief value 
of cane. 

Rattan is a vine-like tropical stem grow- 
ing as long as 200 feet, twining itself 
around trees. “Cane” or “peel” are syn- 
onymous, and consist of the skin of the 
rattan which is stripped or peeled off. The 
core of the rattan which remains is known 
as “reed.” 

Plaintiff pointed out that the first part 
of paragraph 40% provides for “Reeds 
wrought or manufactured from rattan or 
reeds, whether round, flat, split, oval, or in 
whatever form, cane wrought or manufac- 
tured from rattan, cane webbing, and split 
or partially manufactured rattan, not spe- 
cially provided for,”. The inclusion of 
“cane” in this provision, and the exclusion 
of the word “cane” from the subsequent 
provision for “Furniture wholly or in chief 
value of rattan, reed, bamboo, osier or wil- 
low. malacea, grass, seagrass, or fiber of 
any kind... ", in the opinion of plaintiff, 
indicated that Congress deliberately ex- 
eluded cane furniture from paragraph 409. 

The Court pointed out that dictionary 
definitions did not distinguish between 
“rattan” and “cane. Trade testimony Was 
conflicting and inconclusive The defini- 
tion of “reed” covers a number of bamboo- 
like wrasses, including “cane”. The Court 
therefore found that “As we read the pro- 
visions in the first part of the paragraph 
for ‘reeds’, ‘cane’, ‘cane webbing’, and ‘split 
or partially manufactured rattan’, these 
words do net amount to a differentiation 
of these articles from ‘rattan’ but a spe 
cific enumeration of certain forms of rat- 
tan which shall bear a given duty, with- 
out any impairment or limitation of the 
scope of the broad, general term ‘rattan’’ 
The Court therefore held that the collect- 
or’s classification was correct, and over- 
ruled the importer’s protest. (Calif-Asia 
Co., v. United States, Protest 7T9473-K 
Decided December 12, 1950, J. Mollison.) 


BEADS — IMITATION SEMIPRECIOUS 
STONES—-The imported merchandise con- 
sisted of pear-shaped glass articles, fac- 
eted, and pierced through near the apex 
so that if strung or otherwise suspended 
they would hang or dangle They were 
assessed for duty under paragraph 1503 of 
the Tariff Act of 1930 at 45% ad valorem 
as “beads in imitation of precious or semi- 
precious stones, of all kinds and shapes, 
of whatever material composed.” The im- 
porter protested, claiming they were prop- 
erly dutiable at 20 under paragraph 1528 
es “imitation semiprecious stones, faceted” 
The dictionary definitions are that beads 
are small spheres, balls, cylinders or the 


like, used on fabrics or as jewelry in 
strings. The Summary of Tariff Informa- 
tion, 1929, states that beads “are used in 
the make-up of necklaces, pendants, brace- 
lets, items of jewelry, and other articles of 
adornment.” 

Plaintiff's position was that if the hole 
in the article is pierced in such a position 
that, when finally prepared as a merchan- 
disine item, the article dangles, it is not 
a bead. 

The Court found that beads are made in 
many sizes and shapes and from many ma- 
terials: that all beads are perforated; that 
the articles at issue are pear shaped, fac- 
eted in imitation of precious or semipreci- 
ous stones, and have been piereced through 
at or near the apex; that they are capable 
of being strung and in some cases are 
strung, but are chiefly used with wire as 
drops or pendants in the manufacture of 
necklaces and earrings; that after impor- 
tation they usually are hung by means of 
a wire or baler inserted through the hole 
in the article; and that when finished into 
the completed article of commerce they 
hang or dangle. 

The Court stated “There is nothing in the 
provisions of the tariff act, nor in the 
aefinition of beads, to which our attention 
has been directed, which indicates any 
specific point at which the hole or perfora- 
tion should appear in a bead. It does seem 
clear that to come within the definition of 
a bead the article must be perforated and 
be capable of being strung.” 

The importer claimed that the use of 
these articles determines their classifica- 
tion, and that they are not usually strung 
and are therefore not beads. The Court 
disagreed with this contention, stating “It 
is the general rule in customs litigation 
that it is the condition of the merchandise 
at the time of importation that controls its 
classification, not what it is made into 
after importation * * * As (the articles) 
are perforated, thus making them adapt- 
able to being strung, the fact that they are 
chiefly used with a wire baler after im- 
portation does not determine their dutiable 
status. 

The plaintiff also claimed that for many 
years similar merchandise had been classi- 
tied by the collector as imitation precious 
stones, faceted, and that this present classi- 
fication is an improper change of long- 
continued administrative practice. The 
Court pointed out the provisions of section 
16.10 of the Customs Regulations of 1943 
that “if there is an established and uniform 
practice at the various ports, a change in 
classification resulting in a higher rate of 
duty, except as a result of a court decision,

(c) Where plant or plant products ave shipped from the port of first arrival to 
another port or place for inspection or other treatment by a representative of the 
Bureau of Entomology and Plant Quarantine and all customs requirements for the 
release of the merchandise have been met, the merchandise shall be forwarded under 
a special manifest (customs Form 7512) and in-bond labels or customs seals to the 
representative of the Bureau of Entomology and Plant Quarantine at the place at which 
the inspection or other treatment is to take place. No further release by the collector 
of customs shall be reauired. (R. S. 161, sec. 624, 46 Stat. 750; 5 U. S. C. 22, 19

1303), on shelled 
almonds imported directly or indirectly from Spain, is hereby modified so as not to apply 
to any such merchandise if exported from Spain on or after November 25, 1948.

Household effects of persons in transit through United States; paragraphs 1632, Tariff 
Act of 1930.— Articles provided for in paragraph 1632, Tariff Act of 1930, may be entered 
and released free of duty thereunder upon compliance with the applicable regulations even 
though the articles are moving in transit through the United States. 

If transportation through the United States otherwise than by a bonded common 
carrier is authorized under section 553, Tariff Act of 1930, as amended, the importer’s own 
vehicle may be used to transport the articles as an incident of international traffic without 
assessment of duty on the vehicle, in which case, a touring certificate, customs Form 4447, 
appropriately modified and noted, shall be issued to cover the vehicle.

Drawback is also allowable upon the exportation of articles 
manufactured or produced in the United States with the use of imported merchandise; 
meats cured with imported salts; flavoring extracts, medicinal or toilet preparations 
manufactured in the United States with the use of domestic alcohol on which internal 
revenue tax has been paid; supplies for vessels manufactured or produced with the use 
ef imported materials or domestic tax paid alcohol and articles on which processing or 
excise tax has been paid.

The matter of prohibiting disclosure of information concerning records of entry and 
clearance of vessels and information concerning imports and exports is being reconsidered 
to determine to what extent the prohibitions in T. D. 52583 (15 F. R. 7295) are now neces- 
sary for the security of the United States. ; 

In view of information leading to the tentative conclusion that the security of the 
United States will not be endangered by the disclosure of information concerning the entry 
of vessels and the importation of merchandise, the prohibitions in T. D. 52583 shall be 
limited to information concerning the clearance of vessels and the exportation of mer- 
chandise, until further notice. [T.D. 52608.] 


MARKING OF COUNTRY OF ORIGIN—PRODUCTS OF TRIESTE 

} The lepartment of State has informed the Treasury Department that by the Treaty 
of Peace with Italy (signed February 10, 1947, and now in effect), Article 21, there was 
constituted the “Free Territory of Trieste.” The treaty provided that with the termination 
of Italian sovereignty over the area, the Territory should be governed in accordance with 
an instrument for a provisional regime. Although the regimes contemplated in both 
Provisional and Permanent Statutes for the Free Territory of Trieste have not been estab- 
lished, zones comprising the Territory are now administered by Allied Military Govern- 
ments as provided in the peace treaty. The city of Trieste is in the British-United States 
zone of administration. The term “Free City of Trieste,” as a thing apart from the “Free 
Territory of Trieste,” has no present-day application. 

Articles manufactured or produced in Trieste shall be regarded as manufactures or 
products of “Free Territory of Trieste” or “Trieste.” 

Products of Trieste shall hereafter be marked to indicate that “Free Territory of 
Trieste” or “Trieste” is the country of origin, except that marking to indicate Italy as the 
country of origin of products of Trieste may be accepted on articles arriving in the United 
States before the expiration of 90 days after November 16, 1950. [T.D. 52602.)

Inasmuch as execution of customs Form 4305 in the above manner may be construed 
as a cross appeal when such is not intended, you are advised that customs Form 4305 
(Feb. 1950) contemplates execution only by the party or parties intending to appeal.

RECLASSIFICATION OF CERTAIN LIGHTERS AND PHOTOGRAPHIC 
PLATES 


T. D. 52588. Among other things, provides that in any case in which the Commissioner 
of Customs believes that a correct interpretation of the law may require the issuance of 
an administrative ruling imposing a higher duty on an imported article than has been 
assessed under an established and uniform practice, the following procedure must be 
followed 

(ap) The Commissioner must insert a formal notice in the Federal Register that such 
a ruling is under consideration; ¢b) Interested parties must be allowed to submit any 
relevant data, Views, or arguments pertaining to the ruling under consideration; ¢e) If, 
after considering these Views, the Commissioner does issue the ruling imposing higher 
duties, this ruling will only be effeetive as to merchandise entered for consumption or 
Withdrawn from warehouse for consumption on or after the expiration of 30 days after 
the publication of such a ruling in the weekly Treasury Decisions 

In the Federal Revister of Lrecember 6, 1950, the Commissioner of Customs gives the 
required notice that under the procedure im T. Db. 5258s, he proposes to issue rulings on 
the basis of which higher rates of duty will be assessed on the following:

DONN N. BENT NAMED SECRETARY 


The United States Tariff Commission has announced the appointment of Mr. Donn N. 
Bent as Secretary of the Commission. He is in charge of administrative functions and 
procedures of the Tariff Commission and is the Commission's Budget Officer, 

Because of the positions held during his more than 15 years of Federal Government 
service, the Commission feels that Mr. Bent is specially qualified to carry out the duties of 
its Secretary. He has been with the Civil Service Commission and was Executive Secretary 
of the National Labor Relations Board. 

He was born in Los Angeles, California, and received his early education in the schools 
in that city. He has a B.A. degree from Pomona College and a law degree from the Uni- 
versity of Southern California at Los Angeles. 


REPORT ON TREE NUTS 

With the approval of the President, the Tariff Commission has released an interim 
report in its investigation with respect to tree nuts. The investigation, which covers 
almonds, pecans, filberts, walnuts, Brazil nuts, and cashews, was undertaken at the direc- 
tion of the President in pursuance of section 22 of the Agricultural Adjustment Act, as 
amended. The provisions of that section authorize the President to impose fees or quanti- 
tative restrictions on imports of any commodities if the Tariff Commission finds that the 
imports in question materially interfere with programs undertaken by the Department of 
Agriculture or any agency operating under its direction. 

After study of the trade in the several varieties of tree nuts, the Commission con- 
cluded that there is at this time no basis for imposing restrictions on imports of tree nuts 
under the provisions of section 22 of the Agricultural Adjustment Act. The Commission 
in its report to the President, however, stated that it is continuing the investigation, and 
that it will keep a close watch on the trade and on provisions and operations of marketing 
agreements and other programs of the Department of Agriculture with a view to con- 
sidering whether future developments might warrant the imposition of restrictions on 
imports. 


PART III, EXECUTIVE ORDER 10082—DENIED & DISMISSED 


On March 24, 1950, the Reynolds Metals Company filed with the Tariff Commission an 
application for an investigation under Executive Order 10082, with a view to invoking the 
Esecnpe Clause of the General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade with respect to crude and 
semimanufactured aluminum. On April 7, 1950, the Kaiser Aluminum and Chemical Cor- 
poration filed a similar application and on April 20, 1950, the International Council of 
Aluminum Workers Union, American Federation of Labor, filed a statement in support of 
the application of the Reynolds Metals Company. On June 15, 1950, the Aluminum Import 
Corporation filed a statement in opposition to the application of the Reynolds Metals 
Company and the Kaiser Aluminum and Chemical Corporation to which the Reynolds 
Metals Company made rejoinder in a supplemental statement filed August 15, 1950. On 
September 5, 1950, the Eastern Metal Products Company filed a statement in opposition to 
the applications. 

Meanwhile conditions in the aluminum market were rapidly changing. Since June 
1950, the expanding rational defense program has increased yreatly the already large 
demand for aluminum. The increase in demand has in fact been so vreat as to create a 
severe shortage in the supply of aluminum, a shortage which is likely to persist for an 
indefinite period. So long as these conditions continue, there will be need for all the 
aluminum which can be obtained from any source, and imports from Canada will not be 
injurious to any segment of the domestic aluminum industry. 

In view of the situation outlined above, the Commission has dismissed the applications 
for investigation under the escape clause with respect to crude and semimanufactured 
aluminum, without passing judgment upon the merits of the applications under the con- 
ditions which prevailed at the time the applications were filed. The interested parties will, 
of course, be free to submit new applications whenever it seems to them that changed 
conditions warrant it.

BUREAU OF ENTOMOLOGY AND PLANT QUARANTINE 
Amendments to Plant Quarantine Regulations 

According to information supplied by the American Embassy, San Jose, Costa Rica, 
concerning amendments’ to the regulations governing the importation of plants, seeds, 
ete., into Costa Rica the following action has been taken 

Presidential Decree No. 14 of November s, 1929, on which the summary for Costa Rica 
on pages 5 and 6 of B.E.P.Q. 445 was based, was amended by Decree No. 701 of La Junta 
Fundadora of the Second Republic, public in La Gaceta No. 205, September 13, 1949, to 
effective on that date 

The amendments add cacao to coffee and sugareane as plants which may not 
imported by private persons, although at least one official agency, The National 
tural Center, is permitted to import such plants for research. The unrestricted entry of 
several classes of seeds provided for in Article 6 of Decree No. 14 has been revoked : 

In the interim since 192% a Plant Protection Service (Servicio de Sanidad Vegetal) 
has been set up in the Department of Agriculture which has taken over the inspection

NURSERY STOCK, PLANT. AND SEED QUARANTINE NO. 37 
BUREAU OF ENTOMOLOGY AND PLANT QUARANTINE 


On July 13, 1950, there was published in the Federal Register (15 FR. 4443), a notice 
of proposed rule making concerning amendments of notice of quarantine No 7 and 
supplementary regulations, as amended (7 CFR and 1449 Supp. 314.37 through 319.37-25, as 
amended 15 FR. 1585, 2100). Pursuant to the authority vested in the Secretary of Agri- 
culture by sections 1, 5, and 7 of the Plant Quarantine Act of August 20, 1912, as amended 
(7 U. C. and Supp. Ill 154, 159, 160) and section 3 of the Insect Pest Act of March 3, 
1905 (7 U. S.C. 143 et seq.), and after public hearing and due consideration of all relevant 
matters presented thereat or pursuant to the aforesaid notice, said quarantine and regula- 
tions are further amended, effective December 5, 1950. [B.E.P.Q.—Q. 37.] 


PLANT QUARANTINE IMPORT RESTRICTIONS—BRAZIL 
BUREAU OF ENTOMOLOGY AND PLANT QUARANTINE 
Olive Plant Quarantine Restrictions 


According to the above decree the importation of plants, branches and buds of olive 
trees (Olea europea L.) and other oleaceous species, into any part of Brazil is prohibited, 
unless it is declared in the phytosanitary certificate that the plants, branches and buds 
come from producing areas where the disease commonly called “olive tuberculosis” 
(Pseudomonas savastanoi (FE. F. Smith) Stevens) does not exist, and that the plants, 
branches and buds are free from the disease and other injurious pests. 

After all the requirements listed above are complied with, the plants, branches and 
buds will be held in quarantine for at least 45 days, and the interested parties, will not 
be allowed to remove the material before authorized to do so by the Plant Protection 
Service.

ment or liquidation, the appraiser shall include in his report to the collector an advisory 
statement of his views as to what type of certified rate or combination of types of 
certified rates is applicable to the merchandise involved. If there is disagreement, which 
cannot be resolved locally, between the collector and appraiser as to what type of certi- 
fied rate or combination of types of certified rates is applicable in a particular case, a 
detailed report shall be submitted to the Bureau so that appropriate instructions may be 
issued. 

(3) For all purposes of appraisement and assessment of duties, the type of rate used 
for any value expressed in a currency for which two or more rates have been certified 
shall be the type of certified rate, designated by the Federal Reserve Bank of New York, 
which the appraiser or collector is satisfied, from information in his own files, informa- 
tion obtained and presented to him by the importer, or information obtained from other 
sources, is uniformly applicable under the laws and regulations of the country of expor- 
tation to the particular class of commodity on the date of exportation. In cases where 
two or more types of certified rates are uniformly applicable on a percentage basis, 

each type of certified rate shall be used for the percentage of the value to which it is 
applicable. The percentages used shall be rls which reflect realistically the per- 
centage for which each type of rate is uniformly applicable under the laws and regula- 
tions of the country of exportation on the date of exportation. [T.D. 52603.] 
Subparagraph (4) is amended by inserting “type of” before “rate” and “types of” 


before “rates”. [T.D. 52603.) 

Subparagraph (5) is amended by inserting “type of” before “rate” and “types of” 
before “rates” in the first sentence; and by inserting “type of” before “rate” in each 
place where the latter word occurs in the second sentence.

ix to provide instructions for applying satiiciene rates of exchange certified by the Federal 
teserve Bank of New York for currency conversion for the assessment and collection of 
customs duties. These instructions shall be effective on the date of publication in the 
Federal Register, the delayed effective date requirements of section 4 (c) of the Adminis- 
trative Procedure Act being dispensed with because the instructions relate to action to 
be taken by customs officers and, although affecting rights of interested persons, do not 
require any action to be taken by such persons.
